—The fifty-fourth general assembly 
ended the work of its regular session 
today. The house adjourned at 3:17 
o'clock p. m., the senate having fin- 

ished a few minutes earlier. 

It was the tamest finish seen in 
The old time ‘confusion was 
missing. Only bills of minor importance 
remained on the calendars when to- 
day’s™session began and everybody 
was in good spirits. The assembly 
adopted a resolution to adjourn sine 
die, June 30, after giving the governor 
ten days to consider bills. It was the 
first time in many years that the legis- 
lature has finished in the wee dts see 
hours. 

Total of Bills Passed 302. 


A total of 302 bills were passed dur- 
ing the session. In. the regular 1923 
session 358 bills were passed. The gov- 
ernor vetoed 41 of these.. Thirty bills 
were passed today. When the curtain 
dropped ten bills in the senate and 
thirty-five in the house went into the 


The efforts were backed almost en-'| 
tirely by downstaters; although they 
concerned Chicago alone and are mat- 
ters within the province of the city 
council. They were defeated largely 
through the efforts of Senator James 
J. Barbour, backéd by a few downstat- 
ters;.such as Senator Thurlow G. Es- 
sington.

Suddenly 
Krauser; who is 19, and whose lawyers 
have called him demented leaped on 
Grant. 


Krauser Stabs Grant. 

A knife rose and fell five times. 
Grant staggered, dropped, and Krau- 
ser leaped on him. 

“You double -crosser!” Krauser 
shrieked, as other prisoners tried to 
pull him away. “ You're trying to put 
all the blame on me so I'll get the rope 
and you'll go free! I'll kill you!” 

Guards came on the run. Prisoners 
heard of the attack, yelled and beat 
their tincups on the cell for an hour. 

Grant was taken to the Bridewell 
hospital for an operation. His father 
and brother were permitted to see him. 

“I want to see my mother,” Grant 
sald on the operating table, as he re-

Krim Looks a Thoroughbred. 

Yet he stood out of his retinue like a 
thoroughbred among a number of dray 
horses. His face is full but oval, his 
features are regular, and his mien is 
sufficiently Arabic to justify his claim 
of being a direct descendant of the 
prophet. In fact, the contour of his 
face and his physique are that of an 
Arab rather than a Riffian. 

His eyes are large and they usually 
appeared to gleam through the nar- 
rowed heavy' lashes of his eyelids. His 
nose is straight, his mouth even and 
small, his lips are full, and the white 
ness of his large teeth is augmented by 
his cropped beard and mustachee, 

He greeted me warmly and shook 
hands With me Buropean fashion as he 
motioned me to sit down on the rugs at 
the farther end of the room. This I 
did after removing the sandals I wore 
over my golf stockings. He gave an 
order over the telephone and then ‘he 
squatted down beside me. I noticed 
that he limped, and I learned later that 
this was due to a jump he made w 
trying to escape from a fort at M 
where he was held a prisoner in 1919. 

Speaks Good French. 

He asked me in Spanish what 
brought me to the Riff. After this the 
conversation took place in French 
through an interpreter, but the emir 
replied to my questions without wait- 
ing for an interpretation and some 
times he corrected the interpreter, 
showing that he knows this language 
considerably better than generally sus- 


pected. 

“Would you then be willing to make 
peace with France on the boundary 
specified in the Algeciras treaty?” I 
asked. 


“Our arms will now decide the fron 
tier,” he responded, 

But the next day he said: 

“T am always glad to discuss the 
terms of peace with France. You can 
invite France to send responsible rep- 
resentatives. te me and if France wants 
peace there will be no obstacle as to 
the frontier, although we are in @ 
better position than ever to disguss ft. 
Moreover, if she wants war we are 
ready and it will mean disaster for 
France. When France advanced toward 
us we were forced to defend ourselves

I saw a 
copy of a friendly letter which Mar- 
shal Lyautey relayed through a 
French outpost, which began by ask- 
ing the emir if he needed doctors, then 
invited him to send representatives 
to Rabat, and ended by listing the 
grievances of France. 


Spain Also Made Offer. 


Abd-el Krim admitted also that 
Primo de Rivera had relayed condi- 
tions, also through the Spanish out- 
posts, but he said he had ignored the 
communications because they were im- 
properly presented, an agent merely 
reading off a list of conditions from an 
ordinary piece of paper. 

“They were not even signed and I 
have forgotten what they were,” the 
emir told me. 

From attachés I learned that Spain 
offered to evacuate Tetuan and also 
to furnish money to the Riffian gov- 
ernment for national services, such as 
road improvements, etc., on condition 
that Abd-el Krim recognize the Span- 
ish protectorate ahd incorporate Span- 
ish advisers in his government.

“FIXER PROOF” 
SPEED ARRESTS 
DUE TUESDAY 


Traffic policemen will be supplied 
with new “ fixer-proof” arest slips for 
service on speedsters and other traffic 
regulation violators next Tuesday, it 


was announced by Police Captain Pat: | 


rick Hogan, commanding the traffic 
division, yesterday. The new slips, 
printed in triplicate, are bound in books 


of twenty-five each. The books also 
contain $100 bail bond forms which 
may be signed by the violator at the 
discretion of the arresting policeman.

In Great Britain the policy of making continuing 
provision for the future of men who serve the 
state in highest office is well established. There is 
waste, not economy, in the American custom. We 
need first rate talent in important public positions, 
yet we ask for too heavy a personal sacrifice from 
those upon whom we depend for honest and com- 
petent public service. It is to our advantage that 
men of the best type be encouraged to enter and 
remain in public life, and we ought not to reduce 
their number by refusing them fair conditions of 
compensation and security. 

Although we are the richest nation on earth, we 
pay our highest public servants very poorly, and 
the contrast with the rewards of private life is 
too extreme. The government need not compete 
with private enterprise as an equal, for there are 
honors and satisfactions in publi¢ service which for 
many men fitted for public life offset financial sac- 
rice. But the government should make better 
provision than it does for the payment and protec- 
tion of officials. 


WHY THEY COMMUTE. 
Oscar Hewitt estimates from federal statistics 
that 87,000 Chicagoans moved out‘of the city into 
the surrounding towns of Cook county in the ten 
years before 1920. Many thousands more, whose 
numbers he hesitates to estimate, have left the 
city for the suburban towns in neighboring 
counties. The men who have led their families 
out of the city still come to town daily and in so 
doing they are paying a neat price for the privileges 
of suburban life. That price is the time and 
nuisance of commuting. 
Yet those who have taken the step into the 
suburbs do not often retrace it. The business and 
professional life of Chicago, happily, has not lost 
the suburbanites, but they are lost to the city’s 
political life. That is no smal] matter. The sub- 
urban communities are made up almost entirely 
of the better educated and the competent. The 
defeat of the recent traction plan may be ac-. 
counted for to no small] extent, we believe, by 
the fact that great numbers of Chicago business 
men who might have been counted upon to see 
through the demagoguery of the ta of the 
measure, could not vote on it because’they lived 
in the suburbs.

That is the 
danger in the state pension plan, and while it may 
not be decisive against it, it should be guarded 
against as far as that is possible.

Credit Men, “are taking part in the upbuilding of 
a new and growing sense of responsibility and self- 
government in the economic life of the community 
at large. For self-government comprises more 
than. political institutions. It is more than munic- 
ipal government. It is more than legislatures and 
commissions. There aré-many problems that can 
be solved by agreement amongst groups instead 
of by law.”

Establish Factory Soviet. 


The Coruna plant was one of the 
first occupied by the Reds. A soviet 
was established and on the night of 
its ‘nception, thirty armed men were 
dispatched to attack the Felisa plant 
a short distance away. Arriving at 
the Felisa plant, the Red detachment 
surrounded the manager’s quarters 
and forced the manazer to deliver all 
rifles, munitions, explosives, horses 
and mules in his possession. 

With these supplies the Red detach- 
ment quickly augmented its strength 
to 150 men and proceeded to attack 
and capture the Santa Luisa and Ponte 
Verdra plants. 

According to an official statement 
on the uprising issued by the general 
in command of the loyal forces, the 
Reds’ leader, a man named Garirdo, 
who was later killed, wore a uniform 
resembling a Russian costume, “ with 
a white hat and a red sash.” The 
Chilean military forces apparently 
acted rapidly and effectively in sup- 
pressing the outbreak.

CURE FOR CRIME 


Judges Review Menace of 
Present Laws. 


BY ARTHUR EVANS. 

Lawmakers at Springfield for years 
have been making things easier for 
lawbreakers, unwittingty or otherwise. 

Recently, as part ‘of the war 
against gang terroriam and the out- 
burst of violent crime that in seven 
days was attended by the killing of 
four policemen, the Criminal court 
judges called upon the legislature to 
put the bail provisions of the crim- 
inal code back as they stood in 1907. 

The hardeneé criminal mob which 
prowls the streets, out on bail while 
rentence is hanging fire, is held to be 
the most prolific in crime. They have 
been turned loose by soft boiled legis- 
lators, who, in the last eighteen years, 
have changed the law and compelled 
trial judges to grant such bail, turn-

In 1907 the legislature changed the 
law and made it mandatory upon thc 
Supreme court or any justice thereof 
to admit a defendant to bail if the

than a model of this type. In this case the found 
tion is of black erepe down the front of which a 
two-inch wide band of ivory crepe relates this 
foundation to an ivory crepe tunic on which ap- 
pears a design of brilliant green and golden brown. 
Further details of relating tunic and foundations 
are confided to the deep yoke, the cuffs, and borders 
of the printed material. This continued story of 
fashion interest is concluded by a stunning ivory 
ornament to fasten the belt and by the brilliant 
green lining of the wide sleeves. 

As I have said, this frock encourages experi- 
ments in other materials. For example, the tunic 
might be of cream or ecru lace to contrast with a 
foundation of blue or yellow or green crepe.. It 
might also be of printed chiffon and there is, natur- 
ally, nothing legislative about the color of any 
printed material which you use. In all events, the 
tunic gown suggests ably that ensemble costume 
which most of us cannot afford. 

Equally amenable to suggestion is the fourth 
model sketched. We saw it on a girl tea-ing at the 
Y’laza one afternoon—a girl who has scored a repu- 
tation for smart and tasteful dressing, and it oc- 
curred to us that in its present form it is an admir- 
able. solution for the less formal afternoons of sum- 
mer. Made of navy blue ottoman, which is draped 
at the left side with a tortoise shell ornament. it 1s 
topped by a cape of plaited foulard in which cherry 
red and a lighter blue-are predominating colors. 
This cape is banded in the frock materials and the 
band 1s extended into ends tying into a bow over 
the vestee of foulard.. A frock such as this may be 
worn at the tea hour this summer on the occasional 
day in town or to any similar informal event. And 
if translated into other fabrics, it would serve ad- 
mirably for the more formal moods of fashion. 
Make the frock of crepe or chiffon and attach to it 
cape and vestes of lace or’ of printed chiffon, and 
you have something entirely adequate. 

Let it be said right here that the little shoulder 
cape has renounced none of its former eminence as 
a costume detail and that it is constantly seen as a 
feminizing relief to the tailored simplicity of both 
afternoon and evening affairs. The same thing may 
be said also-of thé apron and the tiered front that 
gives the illusion of an apron, Sometimes the apron 
is a separate entity and sometimes it is merely 4 con- 
tinuation of a wide front panel. 

The latter course is followed in our last model— 
one of a Rodier silk with a fine rib, This occurs in 
a greenish blue lovely in contrast with a scarf, 
crushed girdle, and bands of golden brown silk in 
the same weave. Again in this-frock we notice the 
movement to the rear of which I have spoken. This 
time it is signalized, not by the mustering out of 
gathers or of plaits, but by the application of bands 
which are closely massed in herringbone effect.

Most materials will be thoroughly 
shrunken if. they are well covered with 
boiling water and allowed to remain 
until the water is cold, then hung 
smoothly and without being wrung 
out where they can drip until just dry 
enough to iron. A cloth that shrinks 
badly may have this operation repeat- 
ed a second time, omitting the iron- 
ing, but putting it twice into the boil- 
‘ing water, first allowing it to get per- 
fectly dry from the first weiting, and 
ironing it after the second. Don’t try 
to iron it until it is just damp; it irons 
much more easily and isn’t stiff. 

One of the old fashioned methods of 
setting colors was to use oxgall; and 
it is supposed to set any color in silk, 
cotton, or wool, but it must be perfect- 
ly fresh, and isn’t easy for every one te 
get. One tablespoon of oxgal! to one 
gallon of water, preferably soft water, 
If too much 
oxgall is used it turns white eaherian 
to yellow. 

One ounce of sugar of lead Siinbens 


thoroughly in twelve quarts of boiling 
water will set any color except biwve, in 
cambrics, calicoes, or muslins. 

Saltpeéter, one ounce to twelve quarts 
of boiling water, is good for blue and 
green. Calicoes with blue or pink de 
signs can be set by putting one table- 
spoon (level) of baking soda in twelve 
quarts of bofling water. Vinegar can 
be used in the same way for pink or 
green. But be sure to use pure cider 
vinegar: 

Pearl ash used the same as vinegar 
w.. set purple of blue. All the above 
are used in boiling water. 

Three gills of salt dissolved in four 
quarts of boiling water will set almost 
any color except blue, and that color it 
sometimes injures. 

For buffs, gray, or any delicate tint 
one tablespoon level of black pepper 
dissolved in twelve quarts of boiling 
water will set the color. , Allow the 
material to remain immersed until cold. 

For gray linen a strong tea made of 
common hay is sometimes used. In 
setting the color in any material it 
should be thoroughly rinsed in several] 
waters before i hung up to dry.

SACRIFICE VERSUS COMFORT 2% Ses 


Answers'to the Young 
Women Who Require 
Fifty a W eek as r 
Marriage’Minimum. © 


COUPLE of weeks ago I printed 

in this column the verdict ren- 

dered by the young women of 

an insurance compainy in* New- 
ark, N. J., on the salary a young 
man should have before they woul 
consent to marry. Fifty dollars a week 
was the minirmum, according to the 
business girls*t}answers to a question- 
naire. | 

The verdict’ was not a popular one, 
judging from the protests that reach 
‘me. I-came in for a good deal of cen- 
sure for taking sides with the girls. 
My argument*was based on the theory 
that if:a girl has fifty dollar a week 
tastes, she would need that much to 
make her home successful. Another 
point’ was the fact that girls who begin 
to work at 14, 15 and 16 have had a 
pretty exhausting career by the-time 
they have reached 24, 26 and 28, and 
when they marry they can not be 
blamed for-wanting some sort of rest, 
some sort of security. And the only 
security of this sort can be had is 
through an adequate income. 

Another thing, the girl who has been 
earning and has been able to provide 
herself with a few little luxuries, and 
a few of the pleasures of life, is going 
to find it harder to adjust herself to 
sacrifices than one without this experi- 
ence. 

It is the penalty of present day civil- 
ization that business girls' tastes are 
what they are and economic conditions 
are what they are. And it is one of the 
greatest tragedies of present day life 
that many young men are prevented 
from marrying because of limitations 
in their weekly earnings. 

When Sacrifice Enters. 


However, arguments based on hard- 
headed pay envelope calculations are 
subject to utter annihiliation where 
love and sacrifice enter. Of this I have 


evidence aplenty in the letters of pro- 
test on the fifty a week demand. 

There are girls, thousands of them, 
just as willing to make sacrifices to- 
day as their grandmothers were, just 
as willing to buy remnants and make 
their own dresses, just as willing to 
scrub and clean, to bake and econo- 
mize in every conceivable way, just 
as unselfish and just as noble. It 
was vastly worth while producing the 
New Jersey business girls’ demand if 
merely to prove this. — 

Here is a woman on thirty-two dol- 
lars a week, with two children, who 
manages to put away one dollar a 
‘week for a rainy day. She is happy, 
too. The children are healthy because 
they have good food to eat. Another 
is doing even better on thirty-five dol- 
lars a week, with four children. 

R. A. R. has been married one and 
a half vears. Her husband is making 
thirty-nine dollars a week. Until three 


) months ago he made only thirty-seven. 


They have $1,500 in the bank and a 
real estate lot worth at least $500 
paid for. They have furniture enough 
and good enough, though it is not the 
very best, says R. A. R., but it is all 
paid for. 
~ QOne*Woman’s Story. 

“When we were married we had 

$400 between us.” she writes. “Of 


course, I have worked the year and 
a half, along with my husband, end 
we have saved what we could without 
sacrificing at all. 

“I stayed at home for two months 
after we were first married, during 
which time I managed on the thirty- 
seven dollars and saved sixty. We 
paid forty dollars rent, and stove heat, 
of course, and we believe in eating. I 
perhaps would not have been able to 
save quite that much if I had had 
to pay for coal during -those two 
months; still I felt I was doing pretty 
well, considering. 

“ Now we pay fifty dollars rent, fur- 
nish our own heat, pay seventy-five 
dollars a year for insurance, and still 
I figure that were I at home I could 
save at least. twenty-five dollars a 
month without skimping on anything, 
either. And I do quite a bit of en- 
tertaining, which is not considered easy 
to do on small salaries these days. 

‘You see it is being done, and can 
be done, if the girl and the fellow will 
only put forth efforts to get along on 
what the husband makes. We are as 
happy as can be, have all the clothes 
we need and want, and really think 
we have done marvelously, consider- 
ing we have been married only one and 
one-half years. 

“Since I have been working f have 
made $100 a month, otherwise we 
would not have had more than $400 
or $450 in the bank.” 


Statistics Make Their Point. 


Mr. S. Hannon, another correspond- 
ent, calls my attention to the fact thac 
the government statistics on income 
tax returns show over 90 per cent of 
the wage earners make less than $2,000 
a year. One person out of seventy-five 
has an income of $4,000 a year, and 
53 per cent of the wage earners of the 
United States make $25 a week or less. 
The largest emplovers of labor in the 


United States, the railroads, show an) 
average earning of all employés to be! 
less than $1,700 a year. 

“In other words,” says Mr. Han- 
non, “there are less than ten wage 
earners out of every hundred that earn 
$50 a week or more, and I would as- 
sume they have been in service some 
time and most of them are probably 
married. Certainly the majority of 
them are not in the young man class, 
and therefore are not available to, 
young ladies looking for husbands. 

“ This being the case, Will you please 
explain to me, assuming there are an 
equal number of marriageable young 
men and women, what the girls are | 
going to do when the ten-fifty a week 
men out of the hundred are married? 
It seems to me there will be a lot of | 


old maids in this country if girls fol- 
low the advice to demand $50 a week. 


From Another Angle. 


“As a matter of fact, printing stuff 
like that does a lot of damage. It 
leads young married women whose 
husbands do not make fifty a week to 
feel that their husbands are not as 
efficient as other men, and causes dis- 
content, with disastrous results. 

“On the later point, I’m not much! 
worried. They are not the kind who 
would be easily swerved from the duty | 
they have imposed upon themselves. 
They are made of better, sterner ma- 
terial. Outside influence does not af. 
fect them, else it would have shown 
<arlier in the game. Temptations to 
become discontented have been all} 
about them, all the time. They’re big- 
ger than any temptation.” 

As the evidence stands now, the an- 
swer to how much salary must a man 
have is not in the pay envelope’s 
makeup, but in the makeup of the two 
who are to share it. What is one cou- 
ple’s necessity is another’s bank bal- 
ance.

Price of “Unconscious Plagiarism’

They became -so attached to their 
set that they had it moved to Balmoral 
castle when they left London for a 
rest there last summer, and they car- 
ried a large set with them on their 
recent Mediterranean cruise on the 
royal yacht, Victoria and Albert. 


Their Set Perfect. 


The palace receiver was designed by 
Capt. P. P. Eckersley, leading radio 
expert. It is said to have no equal 
in the world for purity of reception 
and lack of interference, 

It is independent of an outside or 
even frame aerial and connection to 
earth. Two copper plates, one at the 
top and the other at the base of the 
cabinet, collect the energy. There are 
six tubes, two fulfilling the function 
of high frequency amplifiers, one be- 
ing the detector and the other three 
low frequency amplifiers. 

The entire apparatus, with loud- 
speaker, head phones and batteries, 
is contained in a magnificent mahog- 
any cabinet, with ebony panels inlaid 
wtih ivory and mounted on an ebony 
stand. A silk screened compartment 
contains the tubes and controls. There 
are four sets of head phones,

Opera in English, its possibilities and 
its failings, had a fairly liberal! .tria} 


were given, one, Mozart’s “ The Magic 
Flute,” a translation of an ancient 
foreign work; the other two, both in 
words and music, native American. 
The performing artists were ama- 
teurs, or, at the best, operatically con- 
sidered, semi-professional. Just the 
same, there was a surprising propor- 
tion of singers who knew how to »Pro- 
_ ject the well known English language 
l y in song. Probably the average 
of the three companies on this matter 
was higher than any similar number 
of operatic professionals, for the 
youngsters of today are paying more 
attention to the art of singing their 
own language than, always excepting 
a few brilliant instances, their elders 
of a generation ago were in the habit 


That being the case, the question 
arose of how much could be under- 
stood and, of this quantity, how much} 
was worth understanding. I* seemed 
to work out that the intelligibility of 
the libretto depended less upon the 
singers than the orchestra. In “ The 
Magic Flute” pretty nearly the whole 
number of words went across the fcot- 
lights without fail. Here was the 
lightést kind of an orchestration, pur- 


_ reinforcing, accompanying, but never 
~ getting in the way of what the singers 
were trying to say. 

Unfortunately I, for one, was given 
@ sensation that it was not worth the 
trouble. The libretto of “The Magic 
Flute" seemed about as weak minded 
a collection of words as ever got on 
the stage. Once you had experienced 
Mozart's golden ember tunes, the rest 
of it registered intellectual zero. And
